NEW STATUTE NOT AFFECTED. 


General Steaa Hands 
‘Decision to Quiet Apprehension of 
‘Persons Who Remarried Within -a 
Year After Separation — Declares

Kansas City, Mo., July 12.—Judge John 
F. Philips, in the United States District 
court here today, granted the temporary 
injunction prayed for by Missouri railroads

one. working for evil, the other for good, in 


is responsible, directly or indirectly, for 
‘most crime, -is possible of refuta- 
tion. 

However, if one cannot agree with Judge 
Cochran as to the source of crime, all prac- 
tical thinking mien must be at one with 
‘him. a& to the remedy for the appalling crim- 
inal conditions that obtain. The pa of 
the law is to suppress crime, irres 
of its reason for being, and this is the 
to be desired. The criminal fears punish- 
ment. Were he sure that each time he 
commits a crime he will be severely pun- 
ished he will soon cease to be a criminal. 

The remedy for the suppression of crime, 
at least for the present, lies not in dropping 
the use.of tobacco or liquor, as suggested 
by one educator, nor in the snail-like process 
of developing man spiritually to a point 
where all sin will be distasteful to him. The 
strict enforcement of the laws will produce 
immediate effects, . 

“Crime,” says Judge n, 4 is sim- 
ply the devil in human action and the crim- 
inal law was designed and intended to sub- 
jugate the devil in human condact, God in 
his wisdom bas placed this solemn respon- 
sibility upon man.” The way to cast the 
devil out of men is not by exorcisms—by 
book, bell, and candie—but by the enforce- 
ment of the criminal laws against big 
thieves and little thieves, financiers, and 
footpads. 

Withont halting to theorize abn the 
source of crime, and human responsibility 
therefor, let us enforce the laws. :

For, in- 
asmuch as the grand duke's mother is.a 
granddaughter of King George III. of Eng- 
land, and the duke. of 
great-grandson of that same monarch, the 
young people are already bound together 
by ties of relationship, not close enough, 
however, to affect injuriously any issue of 
the union, 

The old dowager grand duchess of Meck- 
lenburg-Strelitz is still alive, and, as a sister 
of the late duke of Cambridge, is the only 
survivor of that generation of the English 
royal family which comprised the late Queen 
Victoria and the late duchess of Teck. Her 
father was one of the younger sons of 
George ITI. Another of George ITI.'s sons, 
Ernest, duke of Cumberland, became king 
of Hanover when hig niece, Victoria, ascena- 
ed the throne of England. The present duke 
of Cumberland is his grandson. 

Both the late grand duke of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz and the late and last king of Hano- 
ver were stone blind. This helped to estab- 
lish a strong bond of sympathy between the 
two, and they were not only frst cousins but 
also lifelong friends. Both of them were 
exceedingly reactionary and old fashioned 
in their political and social ideas, and both 
held In equal abhorrence the new Germany as 


constituted after 1866, especially Prussia. 
Princess the daughter of the duke of 
Cumpber Was at one moment regarded as 


destined to become the bride of the German 
crown prince, and the match undoubtedly 
would have found much favor in Germany. 
But at the last minute obstacies occurred. 
It is said that they were raised by the aged 
ex-queen of Hanover, who does not share her

THESE NATIONS WON’T 
| BECOME ACQUAINTED. 
Several Pairs of European and Asi- 
atic Governments Persist in “C ut- 
ting Each Orher Deas" in Diplo-~- | 
matic Sense. | 


LONDON, July 2—[ Foreign Correspond- 
ence.J—There are in the world nations, as 
well as individual people, who *“ won't know 
each other,” or are Hot on speaking 
terms. 

Two nations more less” continuously in 
our eye are unacquainted eipopneticaliy— 
Japan and Turkey. | 

Though during the last two years questions 
have often arisen in which our eastern ally 
would have liked to pop a word into the ear 
Hamid U. —especially such ques- 
tions as the free pagsege of Russia's volun- 


teer fleet through the Dardanelles last year— |. 


Japan has no accredited rep ntative to 
Turkey and Turkey has none to Japan. 

As a matter of fact, they simply don’t know 
each other. The sultan of Turkey has a 
rooted objection on principle to foreign 
diplomatists, and is about as anxious to re- 
ceive a new one as the average mouse is 
anxious to receive a cat. 

Therefore he has never consented toa 
Japanese milnister at. ‘Yildig Kiosk. It is, 
however, expected that after the war Japan 
will cap able to put — little matter right. 


Two powers whose ferritdeién adjoin each 
other, who may be said to practically cut each 
other dead, are Austria and Montenegro. 
One of the surest sighs of good relationship 
between countries is the existence of a treaty 
of commerce, by which one nation enjoys the 


‘most favored nation” tariff within the 


other's boundaries, 

Though adjoining, Austria ateadity refuses 
to grant Montenegto such a treaty, probably 
because of the little principality’s notorious 
friendship for Russia. 

The result is that the goods. of the Mon- 
tenegrins are heavily taxed before they can 
eyen leave their country, and accordingly 
smuggling is rife on the borders. 

It is, of course, notorious that certain of the 
powers “ won't know " Servia, as a punish- 
ment for the fearful massacre in 1903.0f King 
Aletander and Queen Draga. Britain is the 
most aloof of these powers, and now, for 
nearly two years, we have had no diplomatic 
intercourse with King Peter, our business 
with him. being done by our we.

Morocco has talked about of 
late, but, though Britain is on visiting terms 
with its sultan, through our minister at Fez, 
Morocco has no representative in London: 
Her nearest approach to the British ear is 
conducted at Gibraltar by a gentleman who 
rejoices in the name of 
Bou-Zian-el Tanji. 

The new republic of Panama hss hot as 
yet got to “ know” us, in the usual way, by 
sending a representative. 

The shoe is on the other foot in the case of 
Great Britain and Bolivia. Our relations. 
with that South American state have been 
distinctly “' offish”’ for the,last fifty years. 
Three times since 1852 have we appointed a 
minister, but, for various reasons, he has 
never gone to his post. There is no British 
minister in Bolivia at the present time. 

In the case of some) ‘small states, Britain, 
as it were, “ kills” her social duties by ap- 
pointing one minister for four. Thus Costa 
Rica, Honduras, Nicaragua, and Salvador 
each rejoice in one-quarter of a minister resi- 
dent, the whole of that official being to bi 
resent us to all four at once. 


Apart altogether trom we, we 
have often been in the position of “not 
knowing” another state. | 

Of all great powérs in recent years, we 
have fallen out, diplomatically, most with 
the United States.
